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On 10 September the 2 and 3 Armies of the 21 Army Group* 'were ordered to 
Kweilin and Liuehoa (109-16, 2l-l0) from LeJyang (112-50, 26-26) and 
Ch'enhsien (112-59, 25~lG) to ficht nationalist guerrillas on the Kwangsi- 
Indochina border. Guerrilla activities have increased because of the 
gradual withdrawal of LIU Piao’s troops from Hwangs! to the north. On 
£ October two battalions of Lib’s troops were still in Changsha.

3. Daring September over 100,000 Chinese Communist troops who moved from Lmigchou 
(106-56, 22-22) to Chenpien (105-50, 23-2U) were commanded by CIIAUG Yun-i, who 
is also acting governor of Yunnan.*** 

U. On 20 September over 10,000 Chinese Communist troops from Kwangsi joined Ho 
Chi t'inh’s forces in Indochina. The main elements consisted of artillery and 
engineers, and a substantial number of Japanese troops from Lib’s army. All 
were wearing Viet Hirih Army uniforms and insignia.-*#**
